Ronald Neil Morisson admitted | 


today that he stabbed two youths 
in a free-for-all fight early today 
in an apartment building at 5554 
Waterman boulevard. 

A 19-year-old youth, Larry Ray 
Waller, was stabbed to death in 
.the brawl. A second youth suf- 
fered a serious stab wound in 
the wild fight. 

The youths were attending a 
party in the second-floor apart- 
ment of Miss Sherron Williams. 

The fight started in a third- 
floor apartment, where some of 
the guests and others attending 
the party had gone for drinks. 
The brawl! spread to the second 
floor and outside to the lawn. 

Has Wound in Arm. 

Morrison, 21 was taken into | 
custody today when he appeared | 
at DePaul Hospital and reported | 
that he had been attacked by a 
group of men. He had a stab. 
wound of the left arm. 

Morrison at first denied being | 
at the party or near the apart- 
ment building. He changed his 
story after being questioned by 
members of the homicide squad, 
Chief of Detectives James Chap- 
man said. 

Chapman said Morrison orally 
admitted the two stabbings. 
Warrants will be sought later to- 
day, Chapman added. 


Waller's body had five punt-| 3 
ture wounds of the abdomen, a 


foot-long cut on the left side, a 

deep gash on the back and cuts 

on the left wrist and left arm. 
Didn’t Know Victims. 

Chapman said Morrison ad- 
mitted stabbing two youths 
whom he did not know. Mor- 
rison has not yet viewed Wal- 
ler's body, nor has he been 
taken to see the seriously in- 
jured youth. 

Waller was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ben F. Waller of 6439 
Derby avenue, Wellston. He was 
a student at Moberly Junior Col- 
lege, Moberly, Mo. He was at- 
tending college on a basketball 
scholarship. 

The youth seriously wounded 
is Kenneth Benson, 9741 Dennis 
drive, Moline. Benson, who was 
taken to Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital, was found in a second-floor 
hallway of the apartment build- 
ing, with a stab wound in the 
abdomen. 

Morrison. had been identified 
earlier as one of the youths who 
attended the party and as one of 
the persons who went to the 
third-floor apartment for drinks.

town of Sam Neua in northern 
Laos, reports reaching the Laos 
| Capital said today. 

The reports said several gov- 
ernment outposts near the North 
| Viet Nam border had fallen into 
Communist hands in the last 48 
| hours. There was no official con- 
firmation by the Laotian govern- 
ment. 
| Nurses at a Filipino-operated 
| Brotherhood Hospital at Banban 
| were said to have been moved 
|out because of the “increased 
Communist military activity. 

Sam Neua is a town of 78,000 
in the northern section of the 
country where royal forces have 
been battling Communist infil- 
trators off and on for several 
weeks. 

The Communist press also re- 
ported the fighting had reached 
a new pitch. It claimed that 

“peoples guerrillas’ had joined 
the rebels and inflicted heavy 
losses on the royal army. 

(The Associated Press said 
paratroopers are being dropped 
to strengthen a key outpost in 
|Sam Neua province. Authorita- 
| tive sources quoted by the A.P. 
report the Reds now occupy 20 
per cent of the province. 

(The dispatch said the royal 

Laotian army has already sent 
| 125 paratrpopers to the Muong 
Peun fortress, which is sur- 
| rounded by steep palisades and 
| depends on air drops for sup- 
| plies in the rugged country. 
More paratroopers were to be 
dropped today, sources said.)

The General Accounting Office criticism of 
the Public Housing Administration’s handling 
of the Jefferson Barracks project also may 
be criticized; it seems to be based either on an 
incomplete structure of fact or a selective 
use of facts. In either case the result is an 
injustice to the Housing agency. 

The Housing administration is taken to 
nae for two shortcomings: (1) that 

was “ 
of educational facilities available for the 
housing development, and (2). that it acted 

imprudently” in approving a $3,025,825 con- 
struction award at a time when the project 
was under attack in the courts. 

Neither criticism stands up. As to the 
schools, the County Housing Authority was 
informed in writing by the Superintendent of 
the Jefferson Barracks school district prior to 
development of the project that school facili- 
ties were adequate. And why shouldn't they 
have been? In the peak years of the tem- 
porary housing project at the Barracks classes 
had been provided for children of some 900 
families. The new project will house only 
288 families of which 61 will be composed of 
couples over 60 years of age. 


The school is actually a red her- 
ring. If ability to support schools represents 
the criterion of where to put a slum-clearance 
project rather than the geographic location 
of blighted housing, then such projects should 
go in school districts like Clayton, Ladue, 
University City, Parkway, Maplewood-Rich- 
mond Heights and Brentwood which are in a 
far better financial position to educate chil- 
dren than the Barracks. 

The Barracks school district admittedly is 
hard pressed financially, but it is by no 
means the poorest in the county. The dis- 
trict with the least money to spend per pupil 
is Kinloch. With an assessed valuation of 
$2354 per pupil Kinloch’s annual spending is 
limited to $211 for each child. In the Bar- 
racks district the assessment per pupil is 
$4577 and the annual spending $321. But 
Kinloch needs public housing, wants it and 
has gone out to get it. 

In the unincorporated Barracks area, where 
there is both a proved need and desire for 
new housing on the part of those now living 
in the county’s publicly-owned slum, local 
government is run from the courthouse in 
Clayton, which is frightened of controversy. 
That may be why Kinloch, an incorporated 
community that runs its own affairs, has been 
moving ahead while the Barracks marks time. 

As to the GAO’s implication that the Hous- 
ing administration should have delayed on 
the Barracks contract award while the devel- 
opment was under court attack, PHA Com- 
missioner Slusser notes that the agreement to 
aid the project was made before it came un- 
der legal attack. Even then, PHA’s position 
was upheld in two lower court rulings before 
the adverse decision from the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. What is more, if PHA were to 
withhold funds every time anybody filed a 
suit involving any of its projects, a deter- 
mined opposition could force the whole pro- 
gram to a standstill. 


St. Lawrence’s First Year 


The cargo rate war which appears in pros- 
pect on the St. Lawrence Seaway leads to 
questions whether the new Fourth Coast will 
bring immediately the revolutionary changes 
its supporters have predicted. 

Cargo movements from Europe to Great 
Lakes ports have been disappointing in vol- 
ume. So it looks as though the shipping 
lines are going to square away for a stiff 
fight to get as much as they can of what 
there is to be had. Three German lines have 
led off by withdrawing from the conference 
governing westbound freight. 

Cities which, like St. Louis, may either 
gain or lose from the competition on the St. 
Lawrence, might reasonably infer from the 
first year’s operation of the seaway that 
change is likely to appear in the patterns of 
transportation in a way more gradual than 
dramatic. This would allow additional time 
for adjustments permitting commerce along 
the Mississippi to take maximum advantage 
of getting the Illinois Waterway improved, 
and of the advantages which the new ship 
canal at New Orleans will offer. 

Meantime, St. Louis would do well to go in 
for some concentrated thinking and planning, 
for it seems unlikely that so abrupt a de- 
parture as the seaway will lack substantial 
effect on inland river cities. 


In the Footsteps of Strauss 


The voice was that of Secretary of Com- 
merce Mueller but the words might well have 
been those of his predecessors, Lewis L. 
Strauss and Sinclair Weeks. So runs the re- 
port of Mr. Mueller’s first press conference 
since his confirmation as Secretary. No one 
expected Mr. Mueller to come up with any 
startling ideas, but some hoped a new Cabi- 
net personality would enliven the Washington 
scene. Nothing like that is in prospect, 
apparently. 


Poet for St. Louis 


If St. Louis had a poet laureate, he probably 
would be Johann Christoph Friederich von 
Schiller, born 200 years ago. Certainly he 
would have been chosen by that amazing 
band of *48ers—Hecker, Boernstein, Sigel, 
Daenzer, Preetorius, Schurz and the rest— 
who after losing their fight for liberty in 
Germany found it here, and almost overnight 
turned a booming frontier town into a bright 
tabernacle of learning and culture. 

Goethe they dismissed rather unfairly as 
“the lackey of princes,” but Schiller was their 
man. One of his earliest poems was a casti- 
gation of the Landgrave of Hesse who sold his 
soldiers into British service in America so 
that he might live as a sybarite. And Schil- 
ler’s last drama and one of his greatest, “Wil- 
helm Tell,” was one more paean to liberty. 

Human freedom and individual dignity 
never were out of his mind even though he 
was, by turn, surgeon, poet, philosopher, his- 
torian, university professor, translator and 
dramatist—always of the first rank. In addi- 
tion to his own works—they fill four old red- 
leather volumes,.well read—he gave his peo- 
ple such classics as Racine’s “Phaedre” and 
Shakespeare’s “Macbeth.” He was indeed 
called the German Shakespeare. . 

He always was a man of the people. “The 
Song of the Bell” is a high chant of ordinary 
happenings from birth to death. Schiller has 
been the special refuge of Germans in times 
of political despondency. Where he was 
quoted, it was said, Hitler could not prevail. 


The poet hardly could have understood the . 


dictator since, as Madame De Stael said, he 
lived as if wicked men did not exist. He epit- 
omized this in his “Ode to Joy,” his salutation 
to all men under the starry heavens, the ex- 
ultant song which moved the deaf Beethoven 
to burst into the chorale of the Ninth Sym- 
phony, the most elevating of all the world’s 
songs, the most thrilling and inspiring. 


‘ Laotian Puzzle 


Exactly what mischief the Communists are 
up to in the Kingdom of Laos has not yet be- 
come clear. There is a temptation to dismiss 
the whole business as a Red Chinese play for 
attention on the eve of Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev’s visit to the United States. But it 
could be more than that. The State Depart- 
ment has been concerned about Communist 

- subversion in Laos, the smallest of the three 
states of old French Indochina, for several 
years. In case the present situation turns out 
to be more than fireworks, it might be well 
to recall what United States obligations are. 

Five years ago the United States, Britain, 

Australia, New Zealand, Pakistan, 

_ Thailand and the Philippines signed the South- 
east Asia Defense Treaty, which by protocol 
included Laos as one of the areas subject to 
Article 4. This article pledges mutual consul- 
tations if the peace of the area is threatened; 
in the event of armed aggression in the area, 
each nation is committed to act in accordance 
with its constitutional process “to meet the 
common danger.” Any measures taken are 
to be reported at once to the United Nations 
Security Council. 

How would the United States proceed if the 
treaty were called into play? If a Korea-type 
action developed, would we use our inade- 
quate airlift to get men and materiel into the 
landlocked jungles, or would we fall back on 
nuclear weapons? The most manpower of 
Red China is immediately to the north of 
Laos; to the northeast is Communist North 
Viet Nam, whose president is Ho Chi Minh, 
the redoubtable Communist chief who drove 
the French out of Indochina. Ho has been 
visiting in Moscow and Peiping, and probably 
has directed tactics if not policy in Laos. 

Reported military action thus far amounts 
only to a few skirmishes between Laotian Gov- 
ernment troops and insurgents supplied and 
directed (the Laotians say) by North Viet 
Nam. But inflammatory charges on the ex- 
tent of United States influence in Laos have 
been made by the Chinese and the Russians. 
It is obvious the Communists are working ac- 
cording to a plan; we hope the United States 
and its SEATO allies have one to counter it. 


The Suspect Yellows 


The Iowa Creameries Association, in a re- 
markable action, is petitioning Congress not 
to sanction the further use of coaltar yellows 
Nos. 3 and 4 as a coloring for butter. These 
chemicals are also used by some producers for 
coloring margarine and cheese. The Food and 
Drug Administration, which suspects them of 
being injurious to health, wishes to prohibit 
their use, but a bill introduced in the House 
would prolong their life. 

An industry’s usual response to a proposal 
to bar a chemical additive which cannot posi- 
tively be proved dangerous is to oppose it. 
That is what the citrus industry did when a 
chemical used to color oranges came under 
suspicion. How is it, then, that the move to 
ban comes in the present case from within 
the industry itself? 

Perhaps it is at least in part because the 
use of questionable chemicals not only is poor 
public health but also is becoming poor busi- 
ness. The Canadian Government has just an- 
nounced it will not buy any more butter con- 
taining yellows Nos. 3 and 4. “Most of the 
civilized countries have outlawed the use of 
these coloring agents in food products,” says 
Representative Leonard G. Wolf of Iowa. “If 
we continue to use them we obviously stand 
to lose our foreign markets.” 


Trouble Not Only for France 


French President De Gaulle’s No. 1 un- 
solved problem, the Algerian war, became 
a little more difficult when Guinea announced 
its recognition of the Algerian rebels. Guinea 
is the one former French possession which 
elected independence rather than a modifi- 
cation of its colonial status. It exercises con- 
siderable influence among the African mem- 
bers of the French Community. 

It also is one of the more influential of the 
nine independent African states. The an- 
nouncement regarding Algeria was made at 
a meeting of their representatives, thus leav- 
ing Ethiopia and Liberia, not products of the 
twentieth century wave of African national- 
ism, as the only two in the group who have 
not recognized the Algerian regime. 

The free Africans naturally put pressure 
on the U.N., NATO and other international 
organizations as well as on individual govern- 
ments in behalf of the Algerians. They are 
currently urging French colonials such as 
the Senegalese not to participate in “a war 
against African independence.” If this com- 
pounds De Gaulle’s problem, it also is a grow- 
ing embarrassment to the United States and 
other western governments which find it 
worse than awkward to be denounced as silent 
champions of French imperialism. 


Matter of Clarity 


Not content with defeating highway bill- 
board controls in Missouri, California and 
other states this year, the outdoor advertising 
lobby is trying to cripple federal standards 
for signboards along new interstate highways. 

The lobby’s device is a House measure of- 
fered by Congressman Wright of Texas, and 
lately attached to a bill dealing with federal 
highway costs. This section would exclude 
roadsides in cities and towns or in.any areas 
zoned for commercial or industrial use from 
federal billboard standards. 

Billboards in urban or industrial areas 
probably would not destroy much scenery. 
But if there were no controls over these 
boards — particularly illuminated ones — on 
fast urban expressways, motorists could easily 

.become confused. Because of the safety fac- 

tor the federal standards would keep highway 
interchanges free of commercial signs which 
compete with official ones. 

The federal standards are permissive only; 
states which adhere to them receive a federal 


bonus in highway aid funds. But while they | 


exist there is a chance that they will become 
the rule rather than the exception in the 
states. Therefore the billboard lobby wants 
to “clarify” the federal rules—only incidental- 
ly assuring more clarity for billboards and 
less for motorists.

Rabies, a Menace to Public Safety 


St. Louis Has Fine Record in Controlling Disease But Must Be on Guard 


From the Police Journal, 
St. Louis Police Department 


The rabies control unit of the City 
Health Department has not handled a 
single case involving a rabid dog since 
November 1955, according to Unit Su- 
pervisor John McMahon. 

Mr. McMahon said that the present 
success in the program to prevent 
rabies is a direct result of the co- 
operation of police and citizens in 
recognizing the problem. The last 
time rabies reached epizootic propor- 
tions locally was in 1951. Any officer

The 
only way to fight it is prevention, 
avoiding infected animals entirely or 
by vaccine treatment in the early 
stages. Once clear-cut symptoms ap- 
pear, it’s too late. 


Yet despite the fact rabies poses a 
constant threat to public health, few 
people know much about it; even 
fewer are aware that it is a threat. 

Part of the problem is that rabies 
statistics don’t outline the full gravity 
of the situation. In the 10-year period 
from 1947 to 1958, rabies’ man-deaths 
in the United States declined from 22 
to six. Cases among domestic animals 
declined 68 per cent in the same pe- 
riod. But additional figures shed a 
different light: 60,000 people exposed 


to rabies; cases among wildlife more 
than doubled. 


Since the disease makes no distinc- 
tion between wild and tame animals— 
and man—the fact it’s increasing in 
any area should cause concern in 
every thinking community. 

Rabies is caused by a virus trans- 
mitted in the saliva of an infected ani- 
mal through its bite. This virus is 
highly infectuous and of a neurotropic 
type—it “‘likes’’ nerve tissue. Intro- 
duced into the body, it attacks the 
brain and spinal cord, results in either 
“furious”’ or “‘dumb”’ rabies. 


The furious type has been largely 
responsible for the common picture of 
the mad dog. If the dog—say the 
family pet—is bitten by a rabid animal 
and develops furious rabies, the dis- 
ease is likely to go through the follow- 
ing stages. 

The dog will undergo a marked 
change in disposition for one to three 
days. A friendly, good-natured dog 
may become sullen and disobedient. A 
normally vicious dog may become un- 
usually attentive and playful. Moods 
of both will alternate. Scratching, 
avoiding ligit and noise, and a ten- 
dency to hide in dark places are also 
common sypmtoms of the first stage. 
The animal avoids normal food and 
tries to. swallow indigestible objects 
like sticks and stones. 


He craves water, yet cannot swal- 
low because the throat muscles are 
paralyzed; hence the drooling and 
coughing fits—the ‘foaming’’ mouth 
and hydrophobia, fear of water. The 
animal is now a raging beast who at- 
témpts to tear or tears any object into 
pieces. His torment completely can- 


cels his normal fears. After this 
point, the loose dog roams far from 
familiar areas to run wildly and aim- 
lessly, attacking any person or anima! 
within its path. In the end, a creep- 
ing paralysis begins and he limps home 
to die of suffocation as the respiratory 
system fails. The tragedy is that a 
simple anti-rabies injection might have 
spared the dog. 

Dumb rabies is very much the same 
except the paralysis sets in sooner. 

And rabies in man is not far differ- 
ent. Of course, in humans, awareness 
of the danger means the proper meas- 
ures c> °> taken. The Pasteur series 
of injections can 
be effective when 
started soon 
ynough and con- 
tinued over a pe 
riod of 14 to 2! 
days. It cuts off 
the virus from the 
nervous system. 

But speed is the 
key. Any animal 
bite shou. mean a quick trip to the 
doctor and securing the offending ani- 
mal for tests, if possible. Each hour 
of delay means danger. 

Even the medical treatments have 
drawbacks. They’re painful — though 
nothing compared to the disease itself 
— and in some cases, they can be 
dangerous. Because of this, the Amer- 
ican Medical Association stresses that 
prevention — rigorously enforced — is 
still the best policy. 

The Metropolitan Police Depart- 
ment, the City Health Department and 
the citizen-body of St. Louis can take 
justifiable pride in the clean recent 
record our city has on this score.
